6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The following remarks apply to method claims 1,2, 7-10 and newly presented apparatus 
claims 11-16. 

The claimed inventions pertain to method and apparatus for determining a set of prices 
for a plurality of products based upon profit optimization analysis. 

The following prior art references have been deemed most relevant to the allowed 
claim(s): 

Ouimet et al. (US 6,094,691) (Ouimet) discloses a method for determining a 
preferred set of prices for a plurality of products based on plurality of demand coefficients and 
cost data (see Figures 1 and 2 and col. 3-6). Ouimet also inherently teaches generating 
sales model and cost model (refer to demand models, referred to in col. 4-6). 

Ouimet fails to teach generating a local optimum by applying a set of incumbent prices to 
the sales model and the cost model wherein the local optimum for the preferred set of prices 
maximizes profit and generating the preferred set of prices by applying the local optimum prices 
to the sales model and the cost model in an iterative model until the preferred set of prices is 
reached.
